"France, September 5, while convoying a fleet of merchantmen 
from the. United States.

Meager reports to the Navy Department today contain a 


brief account of the fight transmitted from the American tank 
steamer Westwego, one of the ships which survived the attack. 


Following is the Navy Department's statement: 


The Navy Department has received a report from 


Paris •which states that the steamer Westwego reports 
on September 8 that -while cruising with several other 
ships she was attacked by a massed force of six sub- 
marines off the coast of France on September 5, the re- 
sult of this attack, being that two of the steamers at- 
tacked were sunk and probably all of the submarines 
•were lost.

Not many of the French 


sollora are In northern waters, but 
those* who am need this help from 
America. 
Tho Russian sailors have 


work to do in bitter weather, particu- 
larly thono In tho northern fleet and 
the Leagun is sending garments for 
these men to Archangel. 
If you nice 


to feel that your money has gone to 
help the lot of these bravo sailors of 
our Allies you may so direct and the 
Navy Ixxyrao will follow your direc- 
tions. 


But the most of the work to be dona 


Is for the United States Navy. Ameri- 
can women en listed for this patriotic 


•work with the Xavy League have built 
up. In the short period of four months, 
a nation-wide industry In which more 
than 100,000 American women are 
engaged. Navy League units are in. 
every State In the country and in 
every city of consequence, from Maine 
to Florida, from New York to Cali- 
fornia, It is a tremendous task to 
keep this organization going and sup- 
plied, with materials. 
Most of the 


women engaged In the work, of course, 
buy their own materials, besides giving: 
their labor to the making- of the ar- 
ticles. But many of them cannot af- 
ford this. 
Consequently the League 


buys the material for them, which. It 
Is ablo to secure at the- lowest prices, 
and then with their labor given to the 
work the sailors are provided with 
comforts of every sort. 


Unless you havo had service on a 


warship, in war time, in foreign 
waters, It would be difficult lor you 
to appreciate how much the sailor 
manneedSuho endless numbercf small 
comforts that at home •were provided 
for him—ho know not how. Somo of 
these uhlnffs he very badly needs to 
preserve hie health—woolen clothing, 
for instance. Bo you know ihat Con- 
gress dooB not appropriate money for 
the sailor to buy any renewal of his 
uniforms or clothing?

•woundou, when he throws away his 
blood-stained and torn clothing, he 
must pay for the uniform he pur- 
chases to replace it out of his own 
pocket In a great many instances, 
no doubt, the comfort garments which 
the Navy League will provide ths 
sailors, will go to men who have been 
wounded to outfit them when they 
leave the hospital. 


Besides these things that the sailor 


needs ^or the sake of his health, there 
are many comforts that he wants to 
make Ufa cheerier for him. Suppose- 
that a few nickels of yours had bought 
a pack of playing cards that a sailor 
fished out of a comfort bag one day 
when hp was off duty for a few hours 
over on tho other side, wouldn't those 
bo about tho most worth while nickels 
you had ever earned if they gave four 
sailors an hour or two of fun. Or if 
tho neerilo and thread and bnttoc that 
your contribution -to the coin box 
bought for him. lialped that sailor 
keep his outfit trim, that would be 
worth whfto, too.
